And tho’ it be alledged in the faid Memorial, That 
this Majefty, with refpect co the forefaid Contra- 
vention, is no longer in the fame Sentiments he was 
in before the Peace concluded with the Lmperor; 
yet this Point has not therefore changed its Nature, 
por cantheir H. Mightinefles change their Senti- 
ments: Which makes them look on the fore-men- 
tioned Navigation to the Indices as a Contraveation, 
highly prejudicial tothem, to Treaties, and parti- 
cularly to thofe which fubiift between his Cath. Ma- 
jefty and them; the gth Article of the Treaty of 
Utrecht exprefly providing, That neither his Ma- 
jefty nor their H. Mightineffes fhall coufent to any 
Treaty that may bring Damage tocither. To which 
Article, their H. Mightinefles hold that Engage- 
ment to be contrary, which his Majefty has entred 
jnto in refpeé to th’ Ofend Commerce toth’Indies. 

That their H. Mightinefles, by their Refelution 
the 24th January, have declared the high Value they 
fet on his Cath. Majefty’s Friendfhip, That they 
repete it by thefe Prefents, and will endeavour, by 
all that isin their Power, to preferve that Friend- 
fhip. That as to what was faid in the Memorial, 
of his Majefty’s Exaétnefs with refpe& to the Ob- 
fervation of Treaties, their H. Mightinefles look u- 
pon it as an Effet of his Majefty’s renowned Pqui- 
ty, and Igudable Intentions; That however they 
have Ground to complain, that with refpedt to the 
Republic, thefe his Majefty’s laudable Intentions 
are not followed every where ia his Kingdoms and 
Countries, and by his Officers; feeing otherwife 
they would not bave been obliged to make fuch fre- 

yent Complaint as they have done, of the Wrong
